Judge Rose stated that a fol- 
low-up of Rogge’s Boston expose, 
by the Anti-Defamation League 
of B’nai B’rith reveals that Miss 
Tankard was working for the 
Whitney brokerage firm within a 
fortnight after the death of Ed- 
ward Hunter whom she had 
served as secretary. 

Imported Hate Literature 

Hunter died on June 14, 1945. 
He had been manager of the In- 
dustrial Defense Association, 
which, in 1938, was branded as a 
“deception and_a fraud” by a spe- 
cial Massachusetts commission 
investigating activities of subver- 
Sive organizations. The state 
commission’s report stated that - 
the Hunter group was “clearly in- 
tended to incite racial and re- 
ligious hatred,” adding, “the In- 
dustrial Defense Association has 
been a consistent importer of 
subversive pamphlets from for- 
eign sources for distribution in 
the commonwealth.” 

On June 5, 1941, Leverett Sal- 
tonstall, then Governor of Massa- 
chusetts, signed a bill dissolving 
the Industrial Defense Associa- 


tion, which the legislature had 
branded as a “Nazi organiza- 
tion.” 


Rogge’s expose of Hunter’s ac- 
tivities indicated that Hunter dis- 
tributed funds among acknowl- 
eged anti-Semites and that such 
funds included $25,000 contrib- 
uted by Mrs. Whitney. Rogge re- 
vealed further that, following 
Hunter’s death, Miss Tankard 
assumed the role of “conduit” for 
such funds. 

No Denial Forthcoming 

To date, Mrs. Whitney has not 
denied Rogge’s allegation. 

In his report, Judge Rose also

HAVE always liked The Jewish Post—or I wouldn’t be writing 

for it. But at first I merely liked it from an egotistic standpoint, 
because it gives me the best and most untrammeled outlet for self- 
expression. This reason still holds good—it feels good to walk into 
a meeting and get a broad smile from a celebrity I have mentioned 
in one of my columns. It was exciting to be stopped in the doorway 
by another, bigger celebrity and be called “a liar and a libeller.” 
(I am not mentioning names—am I getting old or growing up?) 

I like Gabe Cohen and the valiant fight he is waging for a good 
honest Anglo-Jewish weekly that is alive and that reflects the moods 
of the writers and the readers. 

In the course of time I have come to appreciate The Post for 
something bigger than my own vanity or my liking for Gabe. I 
find that it gives me the most faithful picture of what the native 
American Jew thinks and feels about Jewish problems. 

The immigrant Jew has his Yiddish press, which has its self- 
appointed ambassador to The Post. Just how good or how bad that 
press is, is not a subject for discussion here. But the Anglo-Jewish 
press is still far behind it, although there are more native, English- 
speaking Jews in America today than there are immigrants. 


* ¥ * 


HOW CAN I TELL what the native American Jew thinks and 
feels? If I read The Jewish Frontier, I know what Hayim Greenberg 
feels and thinks and what he wants his public to think. If I read 
Commentary, I know what the American Jewish Committee think 
they think, and that is hardly worth studying. If I read the Con- 
gress Weekly, I know what Stephen Wise wants the Jews to think, 
and that’s not very hard to guess. The Jewish Spectator reflects the 
view of Trude Rosmarin and the Orthodox Jews whose views she 
rationalizes. The Reconstructionist represents a very small group 
of Jewish intellectuals who, as Ben Halpern once said, have set out 
to make comfortable Jews more comfortable. The New Palestine is 
strictly a party organ. Now I have just about exhausted the list. 

Your average local Anglo-Jewish weekly gives you mostly a 
eanned editorial, a canned syndicated article, or the viewpoint of 
the recognized head of the community, and the social doings of 
Mrs. Hotzenplots. 

If I want to know what the native American Jew thinks, I have 
to read Gabe’s editorials and the letters appearing in his Freedom 
of the Press section. I don’t know of another Jewish publication in 
any language where there is such a live contact between reader and 
publication. 

And now comes the pay-off. Ali this taffy was an introduction 
to a request on my part for assistance from the readers. 

Some time ago I received a letter from my editor in‘ Tel-Aviv, 
the pertinent part of which I am translating: 

“I have just read your article about the Atlantic City Conven- 
tion. In connection with it, the following thought occurred to me: 

“You write a great deal in your articles, that most American 
Zionists are recent Zionists and that they lack Zionist tradition. 
Here; in this country (meaning Palestine—MZF) we know nothing 
about this new type of American Zionist. 

“We should like to know who are these new Zionists: are they 
American-born, what are their ages and what is their position in 
American society and economy? Why did they join the movement 
and how do they understand their Zionism? Are they Zionists for 
themselves as well or only for the Jewish refugees in Europe? Are 
they people who seek to give Jewish content to their own lives? 
Are they interested in Jewish culture, ancient and modern? 

“What is their attitude on Jewish immigration to America? You 
no doubt know that the Zionists in Germany after the previous war 
— despite their Palestine orientation—succeeded in inducing the 
German authorities to open the Eastern borders of Grmany for the 
Jews fleeing Russia and Poland. Note—my editor in Tel Aviv is a 
German Jew—MZF). Are American Jews, including these new 
Zionists, in your opinion, ready to do likewise? 

“Are there among these Zionists people in an appreciable num- 
ber who are interested in settling in Palestine, or, at least, in estab- 
lishing economic and cultural ties with Palestine? Is it possible to 
find among these new Zionists people who have the makings of 
future leaders in the Zionist movement? Until now we have always 
heard almost exclusively the names we have known in America for 
a long time. Are there new people who are ready to devote their 
time to serious Zionist work, and in what fields are they principally 
interested? 

P.S. It would be worth while writing something also about the 
number of these new Zionists, and what weight they carry in Ameri- 
can Zionism.”

THE LETTER is signed by Gustav Schocken, editor and pub- 
lisher of Haaretz. He included an excerpt from a letter to the 
editor, which reads in part: 

“It is hardly necessary to dwell on the importance of the Jewish 
center in America and on the place of the United States in world 
affairs. The information and the articles Mr. Frank has been feeding 
us on fail to give us an adequate picture of Jewish life in America; 
of its problems, its daily life, of the trends and forces operating in 
it. It seems to me out of proportion to view everything that is hap- 
pening there from the standpoint of the controversy between Silver 
and Wise. ... One is permitted to have one’s doubts about conven- 
tions involving luncheons and dinners and the singing of a cantor 
for the realization of Zionism. The readiness of tens of thousands 
of young Jews in the United States to leave their fleshpots and go 
to Palestine in order to build it along with the survivors in Europe 
would no doubt have a stronger effect on the political decision than 
all the militant addresses by Silver and his arguments with Gold- 
mann. Hundreds of thousands of young Jews self-respecting and 
strong, young men with healthy nerves and a healthy spirit, joined 
the American forces and fought on all the fronts. What is the 
Zionist movement in America doing to mobilize if not tens of thou- 
sands, at least thodsands of young people to be ready to settle in 
Palestine to help in the realization of the Zionist ideal? What is 
being done to convince the world that a Jewish State in Palestine

Crum Has New Plan, 
Wants U.S. to Push It

NEW YORK—The United 


States was urged to take the lead 
in furthering a new Palestine par- 
tition plan advanced by Bartley 
C. Crum, principal speaker at a 
dinner held here in honor of Mrs. 
Felix M. Warburg. 

Mr. Crum, San Francisco at- 
torney and one of the six Ameri- 
can members of the Anglo-Ameri- 
can Committee of Inquiry on 
Palestine, declared that if the 
Committee were recalled by Presi- 
dent Truman for its opinion on 
the situation in Palestine today, 
he would propose the following 
plan, which he said he was cer- 
tain would not only halt the 
present reign of terror but would 
constitute a long-range solution 
of unrest in the Middle East: 

“I. Inclusion of all Palestinian 
territory west of the Jordan in 
a new Judean commonwealth, 
with the exception of the Nablus 
area. 

“2. Internationalization of the 
holy places in Jerusalem. 

“3. Internationalization of 
Haifa. 

“4, Immediate granting of 
governmental powers to the Jew- 
ish Agency with adequate pro- 
vision for Arab representation. 

Palestine Citizenship to DPs 

“5. The immediate granting 
of 100,000 certificates for entry 
fnto Palestine plus the granting 
of Palestinian citizenship in ex- 
ile to those who wish to go to 
Palestine but are impeded by cir- 
cumstances and must remain for 
a time in Europe. 

“6. The granting of a loan by 
the United States to the extent 
of $100,000,000 for the purpose of 
underwriting the Jordan Valley 
irrigation and electrification pro- 
ject. 

“7, The transfer of the Nablus 
to the Kingdom of Transjordan. 

“8. The encouragement by the 
United States and Britain of the 
formation of a customs union be- 
tween the new Palestine common- 
wealth and the surrounding 
Arab states, particularly Syria, 
Lebanon and Transjordan.” 

Believes Zionists Would 0.K. 

Mr. Crum added: “Such a pro- 
posal, if it came officially from 
the President, would, in my opin- 
ion, form the basis for real dis- 
cussions between the interested 
parties. Such a plan would, in 
my opinion, meet with the de- 
mands of the Zionists for attend- 
ance at an international confer- 
ence on Palestine, would result in 
the immediate ending of the reign 
of terror in Palestine and would 
restore civil liberties to the peo- 
ple of Palestine, both Jews and 
Arabs.”

Fram Aitack on British 
Resented in Toronto

TORONTO, Can.—Jewish lead- 


ers here expressed strong resent- 
ment over the talk by Rabbi 
Leon Fram, of Detroit, who de- 
livered one of ‘the bitterest ti- 
rades against the British Govern- 
ment ever heard by a Zionist 
audience in Canada. The feeling 
against Rabbi Fram was _ ex- 
pressed both by Zionists and non- 
Zionists who consider it in very 
poor taste for a visiting speaker 
to make such extreme charges in 
a country whose inhabitants are 
so loyal to Great Britain. 

The British government was 
called “an acomplice of Hitler in 
the extermination of millions of 
Jews,” by Rabbi Fram, before 
the Herzl Zion club here. “His- 
tory will say that the British 
government instead of belonging 
to the judges at the Nuremberg 
trials belonged in the prisoner’s 
seat, guilty of the crime of ex- 
terminating millions of people 
whose only crime was being a 
Jew,” he said. 

“The world has known no mal- 
ice nor such viciousness as shown 
by the British government,” said 
Rabbi Fram. “Britain has blocked 
the rescue of displaced persons 
and has prevented the cause of 
democracy from vindicating it- 
self. British imperial policy re- 
quires no democracy in the Near 
East; no progress in the Near 
East, but servile, uneducated and 
beaten down peoples. The Jewish 
homeland stands in the way of 
that policy.” 

Rabbi Fram explained that the 
British government is not the 
British people.

Hears Celler Push Partition

WASHINGTON, — Rep. Em- 
anual Celler, New York Demo- 
crat ,the first congressional

WE SHALL NOT, however, dwell at any length 
upon the proselytes in the ancient heathen world; 
for Christian apologetes may say that before the rise 
of Christianity even Judaism could have appealed 
to those who were surfeited with paganism. Nor 
shall we speak of the tribes and kingdoms in Arabia 
that went over en masse to Judaism, such as the 
Kendites and the Benu-Kinanah, or of the proselyte 
kingdom of the Chazzars that held the Russians in 
subjection. For though the King or Chieftain may 
embrace Judaism from conviction, his followers are 
likely to be motivated by a sense of loyalty to their 
monarch. 

We shall confine ourselves to individual Chris- 
tians who voluntarily left their fold to join our own. 
The list includes even monks and bishops. 

Early in the 7th century a Palestinian monk, who 
had spent many years in penance and prayer in a 
monastery on Mount Sinai, suddenly found his be- 
lief in Christian dogma shaken by doubts. After a 
long spiritual struggle he abandoned the monastery, 
descended Mt. Sinai, wandered through the desert 
into Palestine, and reaching Tiberius, submitted to 
circumcision, adopted the name of Abraham, and 
became a zealous advocate of Judaism. 

IN THE DAYS of Emperor Louis the Pious, his 
spiritual advisor, Bishop Bodo, journeyed to Rome 
in order to receive the blessing of the Pope, and to 
make a pilgrimage to the graves of the apostles and 
the martyrs. There he came to know some scholarly 
and pious Jews. And when he compared them with 
the lewd and immoral priests he found in Rome (for 
at that time the priesthood had deteriorated mor- 
ally), he was shocked. He continued to make com- 
parisons and convinced himself of the truth of 
Judaism. In 938 he gave up his fatherland, his court 
position and his friends; went to Saragossa where 
he was circumcized; allowed his beard to grow; as- 
sumed the name of Eleazar; and declared himself 
a Jew. 

In the eleventh century a German churchman 
named Wecelinus became a Jew, and wrote a pamph- 
let in which he held up his former religion to sharp 
ridicule. This angered the Emperor Henry, and 
served as a spark to set off a series of persecutions, 
which culminated in the expulsion of the Jews from 
Mayence. Later in the same century, in England, a 
deacon embraced Judaism and was burned at the 
stake for his apostacy. 

In the thirteenth century, in London, there was 
a Dominican friar, Robert de Redingge, who was 
famed for his eloquence. The Dominican order em- 
phasized the importance of knowing Hebrew to fa- 
cilitate the conversion of Jews. But the knowledge 
of Hebrew had the opposite effect upon the preaching 
friar: his reading of Jewish sources uncovered for 
him the misinterpretations in the Bible translation 
and revealed to him the beauties of Judaism. He 
underwent circumcision; assumed the name of Hag- 
gai, and later, in 1275, married a beautiful Jewess. 

ABOUT the year 1600, a Franciscan monk in 
Spain, Diego de la Asumcao, began a careful study of

the Bible, a thing which evidently few monks did; 
and his studies led him to the conviction of the truth 
of Judaism. He openly expressed his convictions 
to the other monks of his order; and when the 
Inquisition learned of it, he was thrown into prison. 
He did not have to be tortured for a confession; he 


frankly admitted his love of Judaism and revealed © 


that a number of his fellow monks shared his be- 
lief. After spending two years in a dungeon he was 
burnt alive at an auto-da-fe in Lisbon. The fact that 
a Christian by birth, and a monk, had given his life 
for the sake of Judaism, made a powerful impres- 
sion upon apostate Portuguese Jews and induced 
many to return to the bosom of their ancestral 
faith; the Inquisition no longer held any terrors for 
them. 

Towards the end of the 17th century a wave of 
sympathy for Jews and Judaism spread throughout 
the world. The phenomenon of a people withstand- 
ing persecution for so many centuries with unbroken 
spirit bore testimony to an inner worth deserving 
of the highest respect. A rich Danjsh merchant, who 
had amassed millions, spent his fortune on the hobby 
of settling Jews in the Holy Land. John Peter 


Speeth, of Augsburg, went still farther in his en- © 


thusiasm; he became a full Jew in Amsterdam and 
adopted the name, Moses Germanus. He confessed 
that the extravagant false accusations against Jews 
filled him with disgust for Christianity, and he 
abandoned it in order to have no share in such out- 
rages. In one year three other Christians of Amster- 
dam followed his example. 

EARLY in the 18th century, Aaron d’Antan, a 
French soldier, handsome and tall, the son of an 
army officer, openly embraced Judaism in Amster- 
dam. It could not be charged that he had been un- 
duly influenced by Jews, for he had never been in 
contact with Jews until he came to Amsterdam to 
carry out his plan. He had arrived at his decision 
as a result of his careful study of the Bible. He 
could not believe that God’s Chosen People would 
be rejected, and the christological interpretation of 
prophecies seemed to him childish and unconvincing. 
For three years he planned the step; then a serious 
illness prompted him to carry out his pledge without 
delay. He traveled through Germany and Italy; but 
everywhere the Inquisition hounded him. Undaunted, 
he remained a faithful Jew to the end of his days. 

In the middle of the 18th century there took 
place the celebrat conversion of Graf Pototzki. 
Count Valentin Pototzki, a young Polish nobleman, 
came to Paris to study. While seated at a table in 
a Jewish wine shop with a fellow student, he noticed 
the owner of the tavern, an old bearded man, bent 
over a volume of the Talmud. They engaged him in 
a religious discussion and were impressed by his 
viewpoint. They induced him to teach them Hebrew 
so that they might undrstand the Bible in the or- 
iginal. 

In six months they mastered Hebrew, and Po- 
totzki decided to become a Jew. He settled incognito 
in Ilye, a suburb of Vilno and, because of his full

Rogge's Right To Use 
Public School Protested

PHILADELPHIA — The Na- 


tional Blue Star Mothers of 
America, anti-semitic Women’s 
outlet, protested against the right 
of O. John Rogge, former assis- 
tant U. S. Attorney General, to 
speak at one of the high schools 
here last week. 

Rogge spoke at a meeting spon- 
sored by the F. D. and I. S. Clair 
Post of the American Legion, 
whose membership is nearly all 
Jewish. 

The protest by the Blue Star 
Mothers, who masqueraded them- 
selves as a Current Events Club 
during the war, was contained in 
a letter written to Judge Thomas 
D. Finlettel. They referred to 
Rogge as one in sympathy with 
the leftist movement and added: 
“We are at a loss to understand 
who is so influential in our board 
of education that this Mr. Rogge 
is allowed to use our public 
schools to disseminate his pro- 
gram of hate.” 

Rogge in his speech said that 
the country’s system of education 
is its major weapon in the fight 
to prevent fascist ideas from 
making an all-out invasion. “Le- 
gal means to fight fascism are 
relatively inadequate,” he as- 
serted. He urged that social 
science be taught in grammar 
and high schools, 





Incidents Rise as Police 
Watch, Jews Charge 


Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
BUENOS AIRES—A memoran- 


dum protesting recent anti-Sem- 
itic incidents has been filed with 
Gen. Filomeno Velazco, Buenos 
Aires police chief, by the DAIA, 
central Argentine Jewish repre- 
sentative body. 

The memorandum reviews the 
damaging of the principal syna- 
gogue in the city, the defacement 
of Jewish buildings, the stoning 
of Jewish newspapers and the 
anti-Semitic slogans shouted by 
newsboys selling the organ of 
the Allianza Libertadora Nacion- 
alista, extreme right-wing organ- 
ization, which is behind most of 
the anti-Jewish incidents. 

Not only have the police failed 
to prevent such incidents, but the 
perpetrators have never been 
punished, the memorandum 
points out, stating that it is “evi- 
dent” that the occurrences con- 
stitute “a systematic campaign 
of violence and _ intimidation 
against the Jewish community.”

Meet Mr. May 


HE same names, the same faces—in dhe past twenty yearg 

there haven’t been more than two or three, if that many, new 
leaders emerging from the American Jewish community. For alt 
our much vaunted Zionist political maturity, our new sense of ob. 
ligation to our brethren abroad, or the simple fact of our numbers, 
we have not been able to produce from our five million Jews the 
sort of fresh, creative, able leadership which American Jewry hag 
so long needed. By and large, the names in the headlines today 
are the same which we read twenty years ago. 

Is this due to a “closed shop” in top circles? Is it because 
the leaders discourage new personalities who might some day 
challenge their leadership? Or is it merely the result of lack 
of planning and an inadequately organized system of community 
training? Is it because the creation of a new name and reputation 
requires, under our present set-up, a high-powered publicity came 
paign of the sort which men of true character abhor? 


WHATEVER the reasons—and they should be more thoroughly 
studied—I want to seize this opportunity to proclaim to the world 
the name of my candidate for topmost leadership in American 
Jewish life. Outside of certain inner circles he is hardly known, 
Jews in New York and Chicago and Los Angeles never heard of 
him, both because of his innate humility, and the system I refer 
to above, which somehow seems to militate against the emergence 
of new generals. But those who do know him will doubtless echo 
my words with cheers. His name is Mortimer May, of Nashville, 
Tenn, 

To begin with, Mortimer May is a scholar and an intellectual 
of the sort rarely found among lay Jewish leaders in America. H6 
is a thinker, he has a philosophy of life, and his Jewish sympathies 
and understanding are far from superficial. He is quiet and softe 
spoken, yet his addresses are masterpieces of logic, penetrating te 
the core of any problem he is discussing. He is never theatrical, 
and never speaks for show or to make an impression. He always 
has something to say. I heard him for the first time when he 
addressed a Southern Young Judean convention in 1940, and was 
at once impressed. 

Added to his true culture and his educational background (f 
am told he has a Phi Beta Kappa from Columbia) is a yearning 
desire for knowledge. Thus, in middle life he has begun the siudy 
of Hebrew and French. 


* * > 


HE HAS certain strong feelings. There is a quiet bitterness 
about his dislike of anti-Zionist Jews. There is a stubbornness about 
his stand on a principle in which he believes. 

His very faults are also his virtues. I think Mortimer May 
is so honest and so trusting, so much the gentleman, that he is 
politically naive, and is ready to trust everybody. He has abso- 
lutely no ambitions in Jewish life. He is not an office-seeker. He 
eschews publicity, and will probably shoot me when he reads this, 

He is (or was) president of the Reform Temple in Nashville, 
and has served on the Board of Hebrew Union College. Yet it is 
my guess that he is somewhat disillusioned with Reform Judaism. 
No one in the South understands Jewish community life there better 
than he. Because of his moral and intellectual stature he com- 
mands the respect and the dignified esteem of every man who has 
met or heard him. I would guess that he is somewhere just past 
his fiftieth year.

MORTIMER MAY is the sort of man who can bring to the na- 
tional Jewish scene qualities which are sorely needed there. But 
can a man who is not a blatant politician, scheming opportunist, 
or power-hungry publicity seeker find a place if he has no per- 
sonal ambitions? If he is silent, then his friends must speak up, 
and I hope others who know him will help me acquaint the 
country with one of the finest of American Jews. 

There may be other Mortimer Mays, and we should hear about 
them, too. And perhaps American Jews will draft these men into 
top positions of responsible leadership.

NE event above all others 

filled the hearts of He- 
braists everywhere with joy: the 
reappearance, after a lapse of 
many years, of the Hatekufah 
containing volumes 30 and 31 
and including over 800 pages. 
Unfortunately, Abraham Stybel, 
the man who made the publica- 
tion possible, died suddenly sev- 
eral months ago. 

To do the volume any kind of 
justice would require a long es- 
Say and a de- 
tailed analysis of 
the intriguing 
and varied con- 
tents, divided in. 
to seven parts, 
with important 
‘contributions 
\from about thirty 
\distinguished au- 
'thors. It is He- 
‘brew. literature at its best, with 
something for every taste and in- 
‘terest. 

With no intention to detract 
\from any contribution, special 
mention should be made of the 
article by Moses Smilansky on 
“Jewish Agricultural Achieve- 
}ment in Palestine.” In view of 
|present events in Eretz Israel, it 
is particularly timely. A Pales- 
tinian of note and a recognized 
leader of the Yishuv, Smilansky 
presents a statistical record of 
the Jewish conquest of the soil 
of Palestine. And the record is 
staggering and beyond belief. 
Quite literally the Jews trans- 
formed a desert into an oasis. 
The miraculous character of the 
achievement is revealed in an 
array of figures data and facts. 
The Jews battled not only against 
subtle and perpetual British im- 
trigue designed to impede and 
cripple Jewish progress. 

It will be hard to discover a 
more potent plea for Zionism 
;than this brilliant and scientific 
analysis of Jewish agricultural 
progress in Palestine. The essay 
should be translated into English

| THE HISTORY of Jewish Edu- 
|cation in Modern Times, by Zevi 
| Scharfstein, is a volume to which 
|historians are sure to turn, and 
|which will be read with pleasure 
and profit. It is more than a 
comprehensive study of Jewish 
education and what has happened 
to it during the last century. It 
is a vivid portrayal of the heroic 
but futile battle Jewish tradition- 
alists waged against “modern” 
trends which radically  trans- 
formed the pattern of Jewish life 
which prevailed for centuries. 
The survey makes clear that 
“emancipation” has played fear- 
ful havoc with the traditional and 
|intensive training Jewish youth 
received until the French Revo- 
lution, and that the first casualty 
of every attempt at “moderniza- 
tion” on the part of the Jews was 
Jewish education. The Collapse of

the customary Jewish religious 
discipline inevitably carries with 
it neglect of and indifference to 
Jewish education. Striking proof 
is offered by our own American 
Jewish scene, with its dominat- 
ing secularism. Only when and 
where Jews are deeply concerned 
with the preservation of Judaism 
do they see to it that their chil- 
dren receive adequate Jewish in- 
struction and training.

A DELIGHTFUL and provoca- 
tive volume of different character 
is Daniel Persky’s' L’Kvod 
H’Regel (In Honor of the Holi- 
day). While on the surface a 
series of comments derived from 
the liturgy, customs or history of 
the festivals (Rosh Hashanah and 
Yom Kippur, Sukkoth, Hanuk- 
kah, Purim, Pesah and Shevu- 
oth), the volume is infinitely more 
than this. It is a penetrating 
study of the American Jewish 
scene, with rich interpretation of 
Jewish religious faith and prac- 
tice, coupled with skillful use of 
the prayerbook, Bible, Midrash, 
etc. Persky’s observations are 
shrewd and timely, and even when 
bitter, are presented with a win- 
ning kindliness, 

Not only does the author com- 
ment with a mature wisdom; fre- 
quently he preaches eloquently 
and daringly. In “Inventory of 
the Soul,” a meditation for Rosh 
Hashanah and Yom Kippur, the 
opening selection ends with the 
sharp and eternally valid ad- 
monition: 

“Please, Mr. ——, carry away 
something of the spirit of this 
day, so that it may sustain yaur 
soul for the entire year. The 
morsel should serve as a re- 
minder that you do not sin 
more than is necessary—that 
you do not profit from your 
neighbor’s disaster ... that you 
do not trample over anyone on 
the road to success ... that 
you do not forget ... the day 
of death, the day of account- 
ing, so that your life may be 
more perfect and more beau- 
tiful. 

Persky is an intensely loyal 
Jew, and the sufferings of Israel 
has affected him, as they have 
affected all of us, deeply and pas- 
sionately. Much wisdom, insight 
and erudition are stored up in 
this volume. Few books contain 
and express the spirit and soul 
of the Jew as poignantly as this 
one does, Only in the Hebrew 
language can this difficult, elu- 
sive goal be achieved. Which is 
one of many important reasons 
why a knowledge of Hebrew is 
indispensable for a full apprecia- 
tion of Judaism.

memory of David Yellin, a great 
personality in the Yishuv, and to 
Rashi, and the discussion on 
Saadia Gaon, make fascinating 
reading.

THE MORE challenging and 
controversial pages will be found 
under “Studies in the Bible,” 
where the author battles violently 
with the so-called higher critics, 
many of whom were motivated in 
their theories by hatred of the 
Jew and Judaism. That Jews of 
fame who are supercritical to- 
wards Jewish faith and belief so 
readily accept as infallible the 
fantastic conclusions of higher 
Biblical criticism is, as the au- 
thor points out, a unique phe- 
nomenon, 

After defending the truth and 
accuracy of the Biblical account 
of the Exodus, and of the cycle 
of Joseph stories, Dr. Yahuda 
comes to grips with Sigmund 
Freud, who prior to his death 
wrote a shameful book on Moses, 
making Moses an Egyptian, and 
holding Jewish monotheism a 
mere outgrowth, and a poor one, 
of Egyptian monotheism. The es- 
say is brilliant, scholarly and de- 
vastating. It indicates Freud’s 
abysmal ignorance of Judaism 
and of the Bible, and his peculiar 
delight, sadistic in character, in 
robbing Jewish heroes of their 
Jewish character and_ nobility, 
and in minimizing Jewish contri- 
butions to morals, religion and 
civilization. The spectacle of a 
brilliant Jew deliberately joining 
the detractors of his own people 
and herivage would in and of it- 
self make a fit subject for psycho.

WHAT FREUD and Biblical 
critics who study the Bible “scien- 
tifically”—how it originated, grew 
and developed—what these men 
can never realize is the affection 
of the ordinary Jew for his Bible. 
One incident Dr. Yahuda relates 
illustrates this. A Hebrew Uni- 
versity student with his instruc- 
tor in Bible went to the Wailing 
Wall. There the former noticed 
Jews reciting Psalms with tears, 
lamentation and deep piety. He 
was shocked to discover that peo- 
ple could read aloud the Psalms 
so devoutly, despite its “errors” 
and “mistakes.” That the Bible 
means something infinitely more 
to the Jew than emmendations, 
and “codes” and “strata,” Freud 
forgot, as do all Biblical critics, 

This is but a brief summary 
of a few Hebrew books of the cur- 
rent season. Many more ap- 
peared, but space does not allow 
examination of others. Particu- 
larly regrettable is the omission 
of the current volume of Sefer 
Hashonah which unfortunately is 
still at the printers and which 
will be reviewed in a later issue.

‘oe big question mark in 
Zionist circles today is how 
will Gen. George G. Marshall, 
our new Secretary of State, react 
toward the Palestine issue. ... 
The resignation of James F. 
Byrnes came at a time when, due 
to his many talks with British 
Foreign Minister Ernest Bevin, as 
well as with American Zionist 
leaders, Byrnes had complete in- 
side knowledge of the problem 
and of all its intricate sidelights. 
.. Now everything will have to 
be started anew with General 

Marshall. ... It 
WASHINGTON is still remem- 
AND bered in Zionist 
PALESTINE circles that it 

was General 
Marshall who prevented Congress 
from passing the Palestine reso- 
lution introduced by pro-Zionist 
members of Congress. . .. But 
this was during the war when 
his objections to the resolution 
supporting the demand for the 
establishment of a Jewish Com- 
monwealth in Palestine, were 
based on military strategy. ... 
Whether he has changed his mind 
since remains to be seen... . It 
is known that American oil in- 
terests in Arab countries played 
an important role in fluencing 
General Marshall to voice objec- 
tions to passage of the Palestine 
resolution. . . . These same inter- 
ests have since grown more pow- 
erful, ... . America’s growing 
stake in Middle East oil fields 
was increased this month by the 
deal concluded by the Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey and 
the Socony-Vacuum Oil Company 
with the Anglo-Iranian Oil Com- 
pany to purchase large quantities 
of Iranian and Iraquian crude pe- 
troleum over a ten-to-twenty year 
period. . . . The new American 
interests in Arabian and Iranian 
oil make some observers believe 
that before long there will be a 
strong United States military 
base somewhere in the Middle 
East. . . . This, in turn, makes 
British circles hope that “in due 
course the United States may be 
prepared to assist Britain in a 
solution of the Palestine prob- 
lem.” ,. . It must be remembered 
that at one time Britain request- 
ed the United States to send 
troops to Palestine in order to be 
able to enforce a British-Ameri- 
ean decision on the Holy Land 
- « . Palestine is definitely in- 
volved in the new oil deal. 
The Arabian pipeline is already 
envisaged as 1,200 miles long and 
terminating in. Haifa. ... The 
projected Persian pipeline may be 
of nearly equal length, and it is 
hard to see where it could termi- 
nate except in Palestine. 
These two pipeline projects seem 
certain to become the biggest fac- 
tor in Palestine politics. ... For 
the United States, though many 
Americans fear the political in- 
volvement, the oil and its pipe- 
lines represent too big a stake to 
be lightly abandoned, . , .

AL SEGAL Speaks on FANATICISM 





Y wife has been horribly troubled on ac- 

count of me and almost ashamed. We 
have been married a long time and in her own 
experience of me she has found me a fairly 
decent sort. Yes, I do irritate her at times, 
especially on those occasions when I say, No, 
we don’t go out tonight. Isn’t home the nicest 
place of all to be in? Then there are the vaca- 
tion times when I have insisted on taking vaca- 
tion at home. .. .“In the whole United States 
is there a better bed than the one I sleep in?” 
I demand. “Are there any better meals than 
the ones you cook? Why should we go around 
the country looking for trouble?” 

Not that these arguments are effective. 1 
generally lose. 

I am mentioning these matters to show that 
my wife hasn’t had too much cause to be 
ashamed of me, until 
lately. I have always pro- 
vided well for my fam- 
ily, have been faithful to 
my marriage vows, have 
conducted myself in all 
things in the respectable 
way that our social 
mores require. But lately 
my wife hasn’t been so 
sure about me. She has 
been reading letters in various of the Jewish 
press that publish my column... . “What kind 
of reputation are you getting around the coun- 
try. You should begin to consider and take 
heart what people think of you. You at your 
age! At your age you should begin to think 
of your respectability.” 

I guess that she was thinking that at my 
age the far larger part of my life has been 
lived and I should begin to think of my fu- 
neral, and what kind of funeral will I have? 
What good will be said of me by the officiating 
rabbis? What, if any, crowd will gather at the 
funeral home, as it is called? 


SHE HAD JUST BEEN READING in one 
of the Jewish press a letter that called me 
putrid, ignorant and dangerous. I was an en- 
emy of Israel. I should be barred from the 
Jewish press. It was apparent that in another, 
tougher generation the writer would have de- 
manded that I be tossed out of Israel by ex- 
communication. (I would have had fairly re- 
spectable company, like Spinoza, though). 

“Don’t you mind what this man says about 
you?” my wife asked. Her inquiry suggested 
that maybe my Jewish character was too far 
gone to care. I had come home that evening 
and eaten my dinner with usual gusto. I wasn’t 
in the least repentant. If I felt the least sorry 
my sorrow was for the writer of the letter. The 
way he had fallen from the lofty elevation of 
the tolerance that is supposed to be indigenous 
‘to Jewish life! 

He wasn’t the only one. There had lately 
grown up an alarming fanaticism in Israel. It 
has to do pro and con with the ideology called 
Jewish nationalism. Fanaticism had been alien 
to Jewish life for a long time until now. We 
had come to look upon excommunication as a 














quaint manifestation of which we were happily 
rid. (But, then, isn’t fanaticism the blood sis- 
ter of extreme nationalism?) 

What had been my offense? It was a column 
in which I had spoken with the highest praise 
of the noble work that is being done by the 
chaluzim in Palestine. I reverenced this toil. I 
suggested that Palestine toilers were doing 
much better for Palestine than Palestine poli- 
ticians both in Palestine and the United States. 
This was the cause of the letter-writer calling 
me putrid, ignorant and a dangerous character. 
He was like a great many others who, in re- 
cent years, have spewed the venom of Jewish 
politics like small-time, ward heelers in U. S. 
politics. His letter was the one that caused my 
wife to be sure that I was coming to no good 
end in Israel. Israel would throw me out of its 
publications and I would be like the despised 
Ishmael in the world—a Jew pushed around 
without a home he could call his own. 

I tried to reassure her. This fanaticism was 
one of the evil results of Isarel’s attributes. 
Normally Israel was a tolerant fellow. He him- 
self had been the victim of many fanaticisms 
and in his natural state abhored fanaticism 
and would have nothing to do with it. In his 
natural state he merely regarded the brother 
who disagreed with him as a person who was 
in error and might be brought around. 


BUT IN RECENT YEARS he has descended 
from this lofty height of civilized disagreement. 
Zionist and anti-Zionist have been at each 
other’s throats. On one side, to be anti-Zionist 
has been regarded as treason for which the 
anti-Zionist might as well be hanged; on the 
other, a political Zionist has been disposed by 
some of the opposition as a person with a 
double allegiance who was a kind of fifth col- 
umnist in the American scene. 

(Lately I, myself, have been under sus- 
picion among some of my best friends be- 
cause, by mistake, my name has appeared on 
the executive committee of the American 
Council for Judaism — anti-Zionist — in our 
town.) 

It’s about time we took hold again of our 
friendly tolerance. We really aren’t like a lot 
of suspicious Jugoslavs who want to hang one 
another. We have been in civilization too long 
a time for that. Hating each other on account 
of ideas is no part of us. (It’s all right only 
to hate another man on account of his charac- 
ter or conduct.) 

My wife said maybe I had something there. 
She came around to the idea that despite the 
hate-breathing Zionist letter-writer I, never- 
theless, had some Jewish virtues. I had brought 
up my children who were respectable people; 
I was myself a Jew who in all ways had tried 
to honor the Jewish name; I had tried to be 
a decent guy all my life. And all that was the 
main end of being Jewish. Jewish nationalism, 
Jewish culture, Jewish learning were all extra- 
curricular to that. My wife could forgive me.

THE GIRL WHO KEPT FAITH 


(The trie story of a girl in the 
MHAGANNAH). 


Chanah Szenes lived in a col- 
lective settlement or kibbutz in 
Palestine. She came from Hun- 
gary, where she had left her 
mother and father, because she 
Joved Zionism and wanted to be 
a part of the new life there. She 
lived happily with the other set- 
tlers until the War broke out and 
she heard of the horrible treat- 
ment of the Jews in Europe. 
When the Jews of her own coun- 
try, Hungary, were caught and 
tortured by the Nazis, Chanah 
felt she must go back there to 
help them. 

She joined the Palestine Bri- 


, gade with other members of the 


HAGANAH and volunteered as a 
member of the parachute troop 
to be dropped behind enemy lines. 
In addition to her military as- 
signment, she hoped to reach 
Hungary and aid Jewish surviv- 
ors there. 

ONE DAY CHANAH and her 
comrades stepped into a plane 
bound for Europe. High above 
Yugoslavia, she checked her 
equipment. Yes, she had every- 
thing even the radio set with 
which she was to keep in contact 
by code with the British and 
American headquarters in Bari, 
Italy, and give them necessary 
information. The radio was not 
needed for the Jewish part of her 


‘task at all. 


The time had come. Chanah 
adjusted her pack, unfastened 
the door of the plane, and jump- 
ed. Her parachute opened and 
she floated safely to earth. Now 
began a nightmare of trying to 
carry out her mission behind the 
enemy lines. If she were caught, 
Chanah knew, her life would be 
forfeited. 

AFTER THREE MONTHS, she 
and her comrades fought their 
way through to the Hungarian 
border. Ai last, she thought, her 


| chance had come to help her own 


family and her people. She 
stil carrying the radio. 

The Nazis captured her. Be 
cause of the radio set, she was 
accused of being a spy. For 72 
days and 72 nights, Chanah 
Bzenes was tortured by the Nazis. 
Each day as she was led out, the 
Nazis would say, 

“You know, you can save your- 


oan 


self all this unpleasantness by 
simply telling us the one little 
thing we want to know. What is 
the code you use on this radio 
for communicating with your 
headquarters?” 

But Chanah set her lips and 
would not tell. She knew that if 
the Nazis once learned the code, 
they would send false messages 
to headquarters and trick Ameri- 
can and British soldiers into en- 
tering traps where they would 
lose their lives. 

WHEN THE GESTAPO saw 
that pain and broken bones would 
not break Chanah’s spirit, they 
arrested her mother and brought 
her into Chanah’s cell. 

“Now if you do not tell us the 
code, you wil] be the cause of 
your mother’s death!” they told 
the girl. 

But Chanah did not speak. 

She was sentenced to death. 
The court gave her the right to 
ask for pardon, but she replied 
proudly, 

“I am not asking for pardon 
from hangmen.” 

And so, with the vital code still 
her secret, Chanah Szenes went 
to her death, 

CHANAH WAS A MEMBER of 
the HAGANAH. She is an ex- 


ample of the kind of men and 


women who are fighting to give 
our people a home. 

HAGANAH deserves the re- 
spect of every Jew. There are 
others in Palestine who fight the 
British with extreme methods. 
These are known as the Stern 
Group and the Irgun, and respon- 
sible Jewish people condemn their 
actions. The men and women of 
HAGANAH are not terrorists. 
They are Palestine’s hope.

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F mid-winter menus become a bit repetitious, as they do in most 
households, why not try a duckling for dinner, or even for some 


company meal? I have come across a few recipes that are dis-  — 


tinctively different and not a bit difficult to try eut even by a 
novice. Here is one. I hope you'll write in and tell me how your 
family reacted to the duck with a difference. 


Fruit Stuffed Duckling 
(Danish Recipe) 


1 medium sized duckling 1 egg 

2 large tart apples Dash of sali 

12 to 18 large prunes 2 tbisps. brown sugui 
4 tblsps. dry bread crumbs (optional) 


Clean and prepare the duck for stuffing. Chop or grate the 
unpared apples, removing cores first. Cut or chop pitted dried 
prunes. Combine with the other ingredients. Fill the cavity of the 
duck, close the opening by sewing with thick white thread or use 
metal fasteners or toothpicks. Dust generously with flour and roast 
in an uncovered pan for one hour at 375° F. Pour off the liquid 
fat and continue roasting at reduced temperature (325° F.) 30 
minutes longer or till nicely browned. If the duckling is young 
and not too fat, and the liquid fat in the roasting pan is poured 
off carefully, this delicious dish may be served cold without danger 


to digestive equipments. In the Scandinavian countries it is served 


cold on a bed ‘of lettuce, garnished with sliced cucumbers, tomatoes 
and plenty of parsley. Remember that the average duckling serves 
4 to 6 persons, along with other vegetables. 


Harvard Beets 

3 cups finely diced, sliced or shoe-string cut ‘after boiling) 

3 tablespoons prepared horseradish (optional) 

1 tablespoon cornstarch 

% cup beet liquid 

Salt to tagte 
If the horseradish is omitted, substitute the same quantity of ; 

mild vinegar mixed with brown Sugar to taste. Add a dash of 
garlic salt if you like, combine with the other ingredients and cook 
over low heat till the liquid is clear—about 5 minutes. This goes 
well with a duck dinner—adds color, too. 


Banana and Cranberry Dessert 

1 cup canned cranberry sauce 1 egg white 

3 bananas 1 tsp. sugar 

For a quick dessert that goes well with any meat or poultry 
meal, try this recipe. 

Wash bananas with a fork and add the cranberry sauce. Use 
a rotary beater and a deep bowl to whip this combination together 
to a light, bright colored, sherbet-like dessert which can be served 
in stem glasses or sherbet cups. Top with whipped egg white to 
which sugar has been added gradually till it holds a peak. Yes, 
you may decorate with some chopped nuts or a pecan half if you 
like. This amount serves 4 to 6.

Like you I have heard many 
Jewish people talk about the 
Jews of Canada, and M. Z. Frank 
our “New York” columnist has 
often told us about Canadian 
Jewish personalities, but it was 
not until I made a trip to Toronto 
last week that I really under- 
stood what was being written or 
said. 

I got my first sense of the dif- 

~". ference between U. S. and Cana- 
dian Jewry when I began to run 
into the very articulate reaction 
to a speech made only the night 
before by Rabbi Leon Fram. The 

Canadian Jewish leaders were 

incensed that a man from an- 

other country, a guest as he was 
called, would make such vicious 

remarks about his host. When I 

first ran into that reaction I 

elassified it merely as anti-Zion- 

ist, for who hasn’t heard the anti- 

Zionist in the United States? 

But I was wrong. The senti- 
ment was that of the Zionist too. 
And slowly I began to realize 
that here is an entirely different 
Jewish milieu than any I had 
ever known. 

If the same people who had ex- 
pressed their resentment at what 
Rabbi Fram had called the Brit- 
ish government, had also been of 
the type who were continually 
seeking to deny their Jewishness, 
if they had followed through 
with what seemed to me merely 
to be anti-Zionist sentiments 
with all the other marks of as- 
similationism, I would have been 
confirmed in my original impres- 
sion. 

_ But then at a reception at the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Marvin 
Gelber for Prof. E. L. Sukenik, 
archeologist of Hebrew Univer- 
sity, I got more of the same re- 
action, it began to seep through 
that my original deduction was 
wrong, and that I was talking to 

_ Zionist leaders, and that I could 
not pass off this thing so easily. 

The main point made by the 
people I talked with was the 
utter uselessness of further an- 
tagonizing the Canadian popula- 

“tion in Toronto who are thor- 
oughly loyal British. There was 
nothing to be gained I was told, 
but actually a real loss could be 
suffered, for anything that im- 
perilled the ability of the Jewish 
community of Canada to help 
build Palestine, was a move in 
the wrong direction. 

I could think of no answer, in 
fact there was no place for an 
answer. My only comeback, 
and I expressed this privately to 
my host, Ben Sugarman, was 
that perhaps by speeches like 
Rabbi Fram’s Canadian public 
opinion could be swayed. The an- 
swer was that public opinion 
could not be swayed in the man- 
ner of the attack of Rabbi Fram; 
it could not be budged even one 
iota. 

Ali the people I talked with de- 

' flared that they had no objec- 

/ _.. tion to legitimate, reasoned eriti- 
* ism of the British Government 

but they were opposed decidedly 










i 


to mere name calling. 

I talked with S. J. Sachs, who 
is the controlling genius, and 
president, of course, of the Zion- 
ist Organization of Canada. He 
had just returned from Basle 
where he attended the World 
Zionist Congress, and he was not 
too pleased with the way the 
Congress had turned out. He is 
a friend of long standing of Dr. 
Weizmann. 

I met a good many of the other 
leaders of the Toronto commu- 
nity. They were, in the order I 
met them, Rabbi A. L. Feinberg, 
the pulpit of whose Holy Blos- 
som Temple was graced by such 
leading American rabbis as Mau- 
rice Eisendrath, Ferdinand Isser- 
man and Barnett Brickner; Sam 
Godfrey, Henry S. Rosenberg, 
Arthur Cohen, Charles Foster, 
Sam Sadowski, and Louis Her- 
man, not to mention the people 
I met at the Sukenik reception. 

I am not trying to say that 
there are no anti-Zionists in Can- 
ada, for Arthur Cohen, whom 
Sam Sadowski said was the 
smartest man in Canada, is cer- 
tainly (in the U. S. sense) anti- 
Zionist, although he insists that 
he’s non-Zionist. Yet he’s a per- 
fectly charming person, and I 
could readily see that Mr. Sadow- 
ski knew whereof he spoke. Inci- 
dentally Mr. Sadowski and Mr. 
Godfrey too, are friends of Sid- 
ney Hollander’s, who often visits 
Canada in summer, and we had 
that in common. 

But the Jews of Canada are 
Jews and that’s all. Even those 
who aren’t Zionists, never give 
a second thought to their Jewish- 
ness. They have nothing to hide, 
nor would it ever occur to them 
that they have anything to hide. 
They are normal persons, and 
they accept their Jewishness in 
just that way. 

Of course two days is no time 
in which to make such a sweep- 
ing generalisation, but I could 
have made it in less time. I could 
have made it when I talked to 
Charles Foster or Sam Sadowski 
or Sam Godfrey. I have met too 
many Jews in the United States 
whose distaste at being Jewish 
bristles in their every action, not 
to be able to recognize a solid, 
down to the earth person who is 
a Jew, and so what. 

If my visit to Canada does 
nothing else, and aside from the 
acquaintances I made, it certainly 
will give me a better understand- 
ing of Canadian Jewry. Inci- 
dentally, I want to tell M. Z. 
Frank, that everyone in Toronto 
recalls him fondly, and even 
familiarly. They say, “Moshe, 
sure I know Moshe,” and go on 
from there. 

Also my trip made me 
understand Sam Bronfman, psres- 
ident of the Canadian Jewish 
Congress, the all-embracing or- 
ganization of Canada, whom I 
talked with for some three hours 
over a year ago.

Analysing The Present Zionist Position 


HILE editorial writers are trying to 

comment intelligently on the present 
situation within Zionism, and while the action 
of Rabbi Stephen S. Wise in resigning seems to 
be occupying the primary position in most edi- 
torial columns, an analysis by The Jewish 
Chronicle of London, warrants reprinting. It 
should be said that The Chronicle is a staunch 
supporter of Dr. Weizmann. 

As far as The Post is concerned, the analysis 
of The Chronicle is accurate. It is when it 
draws conclusions from that analysis then 
The Post is unable to go along completely. 

Here is the Chronicle editorial in full: 

“Men are sobered by responsibility; and 
it is salutary that Mr. Ben-Gurion and 

Rabbi Silver seem to have put the mili- 

tant slogans of Basle behind them. They 

now behave more like Dr. Weizmann’s dis- 
ciples than like his. critics and opponents; 
which makes it all the more absurd that 
the master himself is not at the helm. 

The quixotic aspect of the Basle perform- 

ance defies analysis. It appears that Dr. 

Weizmann was discarded not because of 

any divergence of principle on external 

policy, but because he refused to pay trib- 


ute to the conventions of “militance” 
which have become common form in Zion- 
ist internal life. His statement that “ac- 
tivism” will not be rewarded with boxes 
of chocolates was tactically unwise. It 
merely had the merit of being true. The 
Zionist Movement, having reposed its for- 
tunes principally in the hands of men who 
maintain an exaggerated regard for the 
success of pressure politics, is now left 
to hope that these men will not have the 
courage of their wrong convictions. It is 
fortunate that contact with the Govern- 
ment has been renewed and good news that 
Dr. Silver and Mr. Ben-Gurion are using 
their influence to curb the wicked terror- 
ist ourbreaks. If the diplomatic processes 
are pursued, and violence suppressed, Dr. 
Weizmann’s faith in the supremacy of rea- 
son over force will eventually be vindi- 
cated. The Congress resolution should not 
be allowed to debar Zionist leadership from 
exploring the possibility of an early settle- 
ment. The hope of political independence 
and renewed immigration continue to sus- 
‘tain the Zionist Movement, and must not 
be imperilled by impetuous courses.

Way Canadians Fight Discrimination 


TYPE of action which is wholly laudable 
A and which deserves emulation in the 
United tSates was taken in Canada recently 
when an unofficial boycott by the Jewish 
Youth of Canada was called against a skating 
rink barring a Negro. 

The boycott, which has been sustained 
against the rink since November 1945, was 
brought to the attention of the public last week 
by Al Zimmerman, director of the Southern 
Ontario region of B’nai B'rith. 

“At the time of the Negro-barring incident 
some of our mémbers visited the manager of 

Icelandia,” Mr. Zimmerman stated. “We ask- 
ed if the discrimination would continue ard 
were told that the rink would continue to 
bar Negroes, but not Jews. But the bar- 
ring of Negroes was sufficient to satisfy us 
that intolerance would be continued and we 
decided among ourselves to refuse to pat- 
ronize the rink. It was a Negro before, a 
Jew this time and next time it might be 
some other race or creed, maybe an Italian, 
they bar.”

At the time I feel that I should tell you 
my sentiments concerning the work which you 
and your associates are doing. 

Despite Brotherhood meetings and protesta- 
tions of regard for Jews, the Federal Council 
of Churches is’ sponsoring a lecture tour by 
Pastor Niemoller, who, according to the unim- 
peachable word of one of our Jewish Chaplains, 
is an wnregenerate Nazi, who disagreed with 
Hitler, only as to his methods in treating Jews 
but not in principle. 

Please understand that I am not unmindful 
of the existence of thousands of noble Chris- 
tians both here and abroad. But it is my con- 
tention that they do not need the artifical stim- 
ulation of Good Will meetings to make them 
apply the principles of Christianity in their 
daily lives. Anti-Semitism is not a Jewish af- 
fair. We do not teach hatred of Christians, 
Negroes or anyone else. We have been offended 
against and have not done the offending. To 
paraphrase a Christian utterance, “Let him 
who casts the first stone be the first to confess 
his sin.” 

We insist on remaining Jews, on our right to 
be different, on the privilege of reading news- 
papers in Yiddish without being jeered. I 
know we have a long road to travel but as a 
member of a long-suffering people I have 
patience. Whether people like me or not, I shall 
remain loyal to my heritage as a Jew.

RECONSTRUCTIONISTS CAN SAVE US. JEW; 
URGES MODEL CONGREGATIONS 


Editor, National Jewish Post, 

I have been a reader of your 
paper for some time and I am 
therefore able to express my 
opinion about your editorial pol- 
icy. You are giving American 
Jewry something which we need 
badly, namely, an organ of self- 
criticism. Since so many people 
are afraid of the truth I can sin- 
cerely say that I admire your 
courage. However, I cannot say 
the same for your vision. Much 
of your editorializing is unreal- 
istic and colored by wishful 
thinking. 


Recently, for example, you 
spoke of a religious revival in 
American Jewry. How can any- 
one with open eyes say some- 
thing like that? The irrefutable 
fact is that we are witnessing 
today the most powerful escapist 
movement in the history of 
American Jewry. Most Jews are 
doing everything possible to run 
away from their people. We still 
have congregations and organ- 
izations—-but they remind me of 
the biblical expression, “Clouds 
and wind but no rain.” Whatever 
is done in American Jewry is a 
result of momentum, social pres- 
sure, and fear of anti Semitism. 
However, we have all but lost 
our inner desire to survive as a 
people on these shores. 


You also suggested that our 
various organizations, in appre- 
ciation of the special nights ac- 
corded them by rabbis at ser- 
vices, should devote certain meet- 
ings to the synagogue. This sug- 
gestion would be comical were 
it not tragic. Don’t you know that 
active members of the B'nai 
B’rith, American Jewish Con- 
gress, Hadassah, et al., consider 
their organizations a higher and 
more important substitute for the 
synagogue? And who gave them 
this idea if not rabbis? Haven't 
you heard rabbis address secular 
organizations? They laud to the 
skies philanthropic endeavor or 
defense activities but refer only 
apologetically (if at all) to Ju- 
daism and the synagogue. “For 
they sow the wind and they shall 
reap the whirlwind.” If, for ex- 
ample, you should suggest to 
B’nai B’rith Women (who in 
their ritual vow loyalty unto 
death to the faith of their fa- 


thers) to dedicate one meeting to 
the promotion of the synagogue 
they will look at yeu with amaze- 
ment. 

The outlook for the future of 
Ameriean Jewry is dark indeed 
and I cannot see how salvation 
will come from our present com- 
munal setup, including the na- 
tional religieus bodies. Orthodox 
leaders are determined to die 
with the proclamation of the in- 
violability of the Shulchan Aruch 
on their lips—although their sup. 
posed following flagrantly disre- 
gards this code en every step. 
Reform thinks that it can main- 
tain American Jewry without re- 
ligious disciplines or authority— 
an impossible task indeed. Con 
servatism continues to halt be- 
tween two opinions and it can- 
net make up its mind as to what 
it wants. Under such circum- 
stances most Jews find it very 
convenient to eliminate them- 
selves from their people. 

There is only one agency leit 
which can still save American 
Jewry from total disintegration, 
and this is Reconstructionism. 
The Reconstructionists at least 
have the courage to proclaim, 
“This is not the way! All current 
philosophies will lead to destrue- 
tion and ruin of American 
Jewry.” However, even the Re- 
constructionists will have to talk 
less and do more. Let them or- 
ganize model Jewish congrega- 
tions on the basis of a minimum 
of Jewish observance. Let them 
accept as members in these con- 
gregations only Jews and Jew- 
esses who sincerely pledge to 
practice and live by the rites and 
principles prescribed and enunci- 
ated by the national headquar- 
ters. Sueh congregations might 
have a leavening effect and they 
might preserve a remnant of 
Jewry in this country. Unless 
something like this is done it is 
perfectly apparent that all hope 
for the survival of American 
Jewry is lost. 

I know that many professional 
Jews will resent this analysis of 
the situation. However, my the- 
sis is prompted by a strong desire 
to face the untarnished truth and 
by no other motive.
